It was that kind of evening 
the prospect of millions of dollars in 
land development 
But it was a determined stand by 30 parents for a tiny private School 
that almost stole the show 
It all began with a staff report recommending that the commission 
deny a request for renewal of a use perm it for continuance of the 
Jessie Hamming School on Pine Avenue 
There were problems of a fire wall separating the school portion of a 
65 year-old house from living quarters; a question of compliance or 


non compliance with provisions of the state s Field Act governing 
school 
building 
safety 
factors; 
and 
a 
previously 
announced 
construction program for a new facility, plans that have gathered dust 
on the shelf. 


A parade of supporters defended the school as unique in Lompoc 
In the end the commission renewed the perm it for one year on 
condition that school officials apply for a new building perm it and 
adhere to a three - year building program A lim it on the number of 
students to 22 was held in abeyance pending a review of fire inspector 
reports. The commission also indicated an autom atic renewal in a 
year in the event that all conditions are m et 


Commissioner M errijane Pritchard helped set the stage for 
renewal. “ With all the parental interest shown here tonight, we should 


sure as heck find some way to continue the school," she declared. 
Commission chairman Vernon Copeland hailed the outcome “ It 
isn’t every day that so many people turn out to support a request for a 
use perm it," he said Light applause greeted his rem arks 


Then the commission got down to work on sterner stuff 
After lengthy debate on issues of density, street abandonment and 
street width, the commission finally asked a two - week delay on 
rezoning for a condominium 
The housing development is proposed for a 17 plus acre, L-shaped 
parcel bounded by North and Pine Avenues and by L and 0 Streets 
Community Development Director Al Autry's initial recommendation 
for a delay ran into stiff opposition from the developers.

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U.S. bombers hit N. Vietnam 
for sixth consecutive day 


SAIGON (U P I)-U .S B52s, taking 
advantage 
of 
new 
electronic 
developments that protect them 
against missiles, bombed targets in 
North Vietnam today for the sixth 
consecutive day. Fighter-bombers 
hit bridges 25 miles from China 
despite Peking warnings the raids 
threatened China’s security. 
The 
Pentagon 
said 
the 
B52s, 
confined mostly to South Vietnam in 
the past because of the m issile 
threats, were now bombing the 
North on an almost daily basis. The 
United States has increased the 
number of B52s in Southeast Asia 
fourfold since the start of the 
Communist offensive on March 10. 
Pentagon sources said the B52s 
are being accompanied with spec ial 
planes 
equipped 
with 
electronic 
counterm easure gear capable of 
jam m ing the radar guidance system 
of the Soviet-made Surface-To-Air 
m issiles (SAMs). The B52s on rare 
occasions have struck near the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area but most of 
the current raids are still just north 
of the Dem ilitarized Zone (DMZ) 
and directed against Communist 
supplies.

Midway blew up a huge oil storage 
complex near the port of Vinh, 
filling the sky with black smoke and 
flashes of orange flames. Air Force 
F4 Phantom s carried out the raids 
near China.

The U.S. command said the F4s 
knocked out two railroad bridges 
and tracks running between them on 
the railway leading northeastw ard 
from Hanoi to the China border— 
previously the principal overland 
route for supplies from China. 
Only a few hours earlier the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry issued a 
formal statem ent which said such 
attacks threaten “ the security of 
China ” It said the United States had 
steadily expanded the sphere of 
bombing up to areas “ quite close to 
the Sino-Vietnamese borders." 
The raids were part of 290 tactical 


bombing missions flown by U.S. 
fighter-bombers. The B52s flew six 
raids in North Vietnam and another 
21 strikes in South Vietnam where 
there were 284 tactical bombing 
m issions—reflecting the increased 
tempo of the air war. 
A U.S. spokesman also reported 
that Air Force Phantom s hit the Khe 
Phat and Dong Hoi airfields Monday 
near the Gulf of Tonkin’s sandy 
coast. He said the jets made two 
“ runway cu ts” at each field and 
m ade no mention of MIGs rising to 
try to intercept the planes. 
Little ground firing was reported 


in South Vietnam but newsmen on 
Highway 13 between Saigon and the 
provincial capital of An Loc, 60 
miles north of the capital, reported 
Communist troops opened fire today 
on a column of refugees fleeing An 
Loc and killed 12 of them and 
wounded 30 others.

Council to consider 
new sign ordinance 


The Lompoc City Council tonight 
will consider the introduction and 
first reading of a sign ordinance 
revision which changes the legal 
definition of a sign and establishes a 
relationship between lineal frontage 
of a business and the sign area 
allowed it 
The 
revision 
m aintains 
the 
existing 300 square foot sign area 
maximum but would require that 
both sides of signs be totaled as 
contributing to it. According to 
Community Development Director 
Al 
Autry, 
this 
revision 
would 
elim in ate 
existing 
inequities 
between pole and parallel signs. 


The m easure also departs from 
existing regulations in specifying 
that two square feet of sign area is 
allowed a business per each linear 
foot of frontage up to a maximum 
300 square feet. 
The existing ordinance sites the 
300 square foot maximum without 


the lineal foot ratio According to 
Autry this provision will establish a 
fair relationship between the size of 
an establishment and the sign area 
allowed it 
“Sign ordinances are intended to 
provide the same equitability that 
zoning ordinances do," Autry said 
He related earlier that in a tour of 
the city he had found that signs 
conforming to the proposed revision 
were in the majority. 
“Those 
which 
weren’t 
in my 
opinion, were agreed to be very 
distasteful signs," he commented. 
Roof signs will be perm itted in the 
new revision, but the Architectural 
Review Committee will still have 
the opportunity to review them If 
passed 
in 
its first reading the 
revision will be considered again at 
a second reading in two weeks. 
Should the m easure pass the second 
reading, it will become law 30 days 
thereafter

Investigators had the names 
today of suspects in the “ hollow chip" scheme that bilked 
gambling casinos of at least $300,000 
Sheriff Ralph Lamb said the ring which needed the 
cooperation of casino employes to operate -apparently 
pressured gambling workers who were in debt to loan 
sharks into cooperating 
“ It was strictly a home grown organization with no 
connections with any national crime organization, 
said 
one investigator, “ but it certainly was well organized.’ 
Investigators said they were almost certain who led the 
ring Lamb said his department had the names of 10 casino 
workers involved. Jack Stratton, of the Nevada Gaming 
Control Board, said state investigators had the names of at 
least 25 persons involved They were not identified 
“ We think it originated through the loan sharks," Lamb 
said “ We started investigating when two or three guys got 
in a tough spot and came in to report that the muscle was 
being put on them 
The scheme is built on a hollow aluminum tube, con­ 
toured and painted on the side to look like a stack of chips 
A real chip, usually of $5 or $10 value, is glued on top Real 
chips 
of the $100 denomination can be hidden inside.

Reubin Askew, who had ordered the grand jury in 
neighboring Orange County to investigate the death of Vick­ 
ers, immediately suspended McCall Askew said the sheriff 
showed tendencies of a “ depraved mind " 
“ I’m innocent. I’ll say that," McCall said to newsmen as 
he left the jail. "Lll say that much. I'm innocent And I 
shall return." 
McCall was taken into custody by agents of the Florida 
Bureau of Law Enforcement at his office at the county jail 
and booked for second degree murder, aggravated assault 
and simple assault He posted $1,000 bond.

DETROIT t U P I) An American Airlines 
pilot landed his crippled jet carrying 67 
persons safely at Detroit's Metropolitan 
Airport Monday night, minutes after a 
bomb explosion ruined his landing gear, 
steering mechanisms and left him without 
radio contact 
Ten persons, two of them stewardesses, 
were taken to Wayne County General 
Hospital where they were treated for 
minor injuries and released 
“ God must have been flying as his co­ 
pilot," said a sheriff’s deputy after the 
emergency landing 
The plane, a DC 10 with its side blown out 


and a main engine shut down, waddled 
back and forth, on and oil the runway for a 
half mile before it came to rest with its 
right wing dipped into the grass by the side 
of the landing strip A normal landing, 
airport officials said, takes one third the 
distance 
FBI agents and Undersheriff Lauren 
Pittman said the explosion came from a 
bomb lmolanted in the jets baggage 
compartment. 
Airline officials declined to confirm the 
reports Allan Aikm, zone sales manager 
for American Airlines, said there were no 
mechanical 
devices 
in 
the 
baggage 


compartment that could have possibly 
caused the explosion 


Officials said the bomb which ripped off 
the four by six foot left rear cargo door 
exploded as the plane was still in its climb 
over Windsor, Ont., at 7 29 p m The pilot, 
Bryce E 
McCormick, brought it to a 
succesful but jolting stop 15 minutes later 


A coffin containing a body dropped out of 
the plane and fell 12,IKK) feet to the ground 
Police said the coffin, which was boarded 
in Detroit, the body and some baggage 
landed in a field near an old highway four 
miles east of the Windsor city limits 


The plane was American s Flight 97, en 
route from Los Angeles to New Yorks 
LaGuardia Airport with a brief stop at 
Detroit and another scheduled al Buffalo, 
N.Y. 
Officials credited pilot McCormick, a 28 
year American Airlines Hying veteran, 
with saving the passengers and crew’s 
lives 


“ How the hell he brought it in, I don’t 
know," said Deputy Robert Ruelle Ruelle 
said the pilot brought the plane down “ with 
no brakes, no rudder, no ground steering 
and no radio contact at the end

Revenue sharing postponed

President Nixon’s revenue sharing bill 
lacks majority support in the House, 
congressional leaders have postponed a 
vote until next week And they will order 
still another delay unless the votes are in 
hand then to assure its passage. 
Big city mayors who have spearheaded 
outside efforts to shove the bill through the 
House thought they had commitments 
from more than half the House members. 
But a cross check by official nose 
counters showed that some members on 
the 
mayors’ 
list 
believed 
they 
had 


promised to vote for the bill—but not 
necessarily 
for 
the 
procedural 
preliminaries where the battle will be won 
or lost. 
Support for the bill reportedly has 
declined as members pondered suggestions 
that a tax increase might be necessary in 
the next year or so—whether or not 
revenue sharing is passed— to keep the 
government from running farther into the 
red 
Also, some influential House figures 
have mounted a campaign against the 
measure.

Poverty fighter dead at 63 


CARMEL (UPI) -Saul David Alinsky had 
a simple but radical formula for social 
reform — upset the power structure 
"Goad them, confuse them, irritate 
them, and, most of all make them live by 
their own rules," said Alinsky, who rose 
from the slums of Chicago to become a 
leading organizer of poor communities. 
The 
self-proclaimed 
“ professional 
radical" died of a heart attack Monday 
while walking alone in a downtown section 
of this coastal community where he was 


who 
visiting his invalid exwife Jean, 
suffers from multiple sclerosis. 
A passing physician tried to revive the 
63-year-old poverty fighter with heart 
massage, but Alinsky was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 
Jailed during the 1940s while trying to 
organize a Midwestern slum, Alinsky 
penned his manifesto “ Reveille for Radi­ 
cals" and gained some notable followers, 
including Farm Workers Union Leader 
Cesar Chavez

Lefty Phillips 
dead at age 53 


ORANGE, Calif. (UPI) — Harold “ Lefty” Phillips, who rose from the 
ranks of scouting to become a m ajor league m anager with the California 
Angels, died Monday night following a severe attack of asthm a. He was 53. 
He played less than five games in professional baseball because of a sore 
arm he developed in his first season in organized baseball with Bisbee of the 
Arizona-Texas League in 1939 
But Phillips was determined to remain in the sport and started scouting 
for the old St. Louis Browns. He switched to the Cincinnati Reds before 
joining the then Brooklyn Dodgers in 1952. 
Phillips was credited with signing Don Drysdale and Ron Fairly for the 
Dodgers as well as numerous other players. He became pitching coach for 
the Dodgers in 1965 and held that position through 1968 
In October, 1968, he accepted a position as director of player personnel for 
the California Angels and on May 27, 1969, was appointed m anager to 
succeed Bill Rigney, who had been the club’s pilot from its inception in 1961. 
The Angels moved from last place at the tim e of Phillips’ appointment to 
third in the Western Division. The following year, the Angels finished 
second in their division with an 87-74 record. 
Last y eai, nowever, tne club was hurt by injuries and dissension involving 
Alex Johnson and other players. Rated a contender at the start of the 1971 
season, the Angels barely were able to make fourth place in their division 
Fired at the end of the season, Phillips took a job scouting for the Angels. 


For many years, he had been afflicted with asthm a and under medical 
care for the condition 
He had just returned Monday from an eight-day scouting trip for the 
Angels, visited his doctor for a checkup and appeared in good condition.

OCEAN FISHING 
The salmon pattern has not altered much during the past 
week Two or three days of practically nothing, then all of a 
sudden things really open up 
We cannot discover any good reason for this All we can 
learn is that the fish probably only eat every three days, 
which we do not go for at all Like human beings, fish eat 
regularly In fact once broken in, they will observe regular 
hours, as evidenced in a hatchery. At the stroke of noon 
they all line up to eat! Be that as it may, the chmook 
pattern is still very spotty. 
We hear of the many large fish that were lost, especially 
from the party boats. Here the angler is to blame 
Many visitors go out on the party boat when on vacation 
In many cases they have absolutely no experience in 
salmon fishing, and cannot see beyond “ horsing” a hooked 
fish, regardless of size and tackle strength We have seen it 
happen in the days when we used to be regular party boat 
anglers, and in many cases, help and advice is just not 
wanted! 
Here are a few figures taken at random from the official 
record on salmon fishing at Port San Luis For the season, 
1959 boats were launched, with 3502 fish tallied in, or less 
than a fish per angler. This does not give a very correct 
view Some days and even weeks fishing was dead slow, 
then all of a sudden it was red hot. Three days last week 
saw 54 boats come in with 125 salmon, mostly Chinooks. 
Last Thursday, a poor day, 23 boats came in with 24 fish 
Silvers are still being caught, but are not large, running 
six to eight pounds. Weather conditions have been good, 
overcast in the morning and sunny later in the day, with 
moderate seas. 
Party boats on the salmon run averaging about a fish per 
customer, and as we have remarked, some big fish lost 
Chinooks are doing better as far as size is concerned, with a 
few running 26 pounds. 
Rock fishing always good, with some nice takes of lings in 
the bag Most local anglers who know their salmon give up 
and head for the Pecho Rock area and load up on good- 
eating bottom fish 
If some of our visitors who miss out on salmon still want 
fish, we suggest they try for blues and yellow tail bass on 
light tackle, they will get all the fight they want, and just as 
good an eating fish. 
In the Ventura area, surface angling good, with a few 
barracuda showing up. But seems as tho the main action at 
the moment is the large black bass being taken in the 
vicinity of the Channel Islands. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Nacimiento Lake reports that warm, calm weather has 
slowed down mid-day fishing, but mornings and late 
evenings have been literally alive with black and white bass 
on the lake’s many shallow, stumpy flats. 
White bass in concentrated schools travel in whatever 
direction the thread fin shad lead them. They provide 
action on white maribou jigs and white spinners once the 
school has been located 
Largemouth bass are also avidly feeding on the shad, but 
not by following the schools. The smart boys are hiding 
behind stumps and rocks, waiting for the shad to pass 
before taking their neal. A shad type plug worked around 
the stumps will usually get some action 
Crappie fishing has improved, with many good bags taken 
on the edge of the flats. Crappie jigs worked deep will 
usually ensure a full bag of the slab sided pan fish, 
Catfishing fair to good with not too many lunkers being 
caught. At one time the night anglers appeared to be the 
only ones getting fish But as of late, the daytime fisherman 
is now much in evidence, getting his fish. 
Margarita Lake was on the quiet side, water is low, and 
crappie has been giving the best sport. The big bass are 
there and can be seen in the White Oak Flat areas. As is 
usual, when the angler can see them, they can also see the 
angler, and really spurn any sort of a lure. 
Lopez trout anglers trolling in deep water have been 
picking up some large rainbows We see quite a few anglers 
working the deep water off the face of the dam. F ish taken 
are running large. 
What has happened to all the catchable trout planted a 
few weeks ago? They have not been taken out by the bank 
fishermen, so may have sought deep water where there is a 
lot of food such as small bluegill and perch, and are not 
interested in a beat-up marshmallow 
Cachuma Lake reports some nice trout taken deep water 
trolling, with bass fishing on the quiet side. 
The only lakes planted in the area are the Ventura creeks 
and lakes, but we notice the list is getting smaller each 
week as the water warms up. 
HUNTING 
The State Fish and Game Commission has adopted the 
1972-73 hunting regulations after hearing further testimony, 
mostly with regards to the use of dogs in deer hunting. In 
view of the torrent of mail and testimony from all over the 
state, the commission reversed its stand and will allow the 
use of dogs in deer hunting 
Deer bag and possession limits remain unchanged, and 
the early deer season will open August 5 to Sept. 24 Limit 
of two bucks, forked horn or better Northern season Sept 
23-October 23 Late general season Sept. 23-November 12. 
Karly archery season July 8-23, late season August 19 Sept. 
12, same limits as for rifles.

But that doesn’t happen the first 
day. Children have a variety of 
problems and each child is different. 
One of their foster children is 
hyperactive and an epileptic. A past 
foster son, who possessed a poor 
self-image 
went 
around 
hitting 
people for attention. 
Mrs. Domingos and her husband 
handle their foster children with 
experience, 
available 
resources, 
and faith. 
The Domingos have been licensed 
foster parents for 20 years. 
She 
explained 
they 
becam e 
interested in foster care by knowing 
another couple who were foster 
parents. “ Many people start this 
way,” she said. 
The requirem ents are realistic. A 
home m ust have both parents; the 
mother cannot work outside the 
home , parents must take yearly TB 
tests; parents m ust pass a finger 
print clearance and parents m ust 
give references. 
‘B ut 
th e 
m o st 
e s s e n tia l 


requirem ent is unwritten, that is the 
desire to be involved with children, 
stated Mrs. Domingos. 
Mrs. Domingos can not estim ate 
the number of children she and her 
husband have had in their home over 
the 
20 
years. 
The 
number 
is 
unimportant, she indicated. 
“ We care and love the children 
like we do our own children but at 
the sam e tim e we know they are 
borrowed and someday they will be 
gone,” she commented. 
Presently, eight children live in 
the Domingos household Four are 
foster children; four are not. 
Her four children have adjusted 
well to the constant turnover. 
“They miss them (their foster 
brothers and sisters), but they are 
usually happy they can return to 
their 
real 
parents,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Domingos. 


These children are 
placed 
in 
foster homes through no fault of 
their own. Reasons include illness or 
probation of the parents or parental 
neglect.

Last year, Santa Barbara county 
agencies placed 233 children in 161 
foster homes. 
Mrs. Domingos said that a child 
can live in a foster home for as little 
as two weeks and as long as ten 
years.

The children are not 
adoptable,” she pointed out.

Parents 
Association,

organization she helped start two 
years.

parents and professional w orkers,” 
she stated. 
LFPA m em bers are constantly 
trying to improve foster care for 
their own and each other’s fam ilies 
through

LPFA. 
They 
m eet 
monthly 
and 
discuss 
problems, 
listen to scheduled speakers, and 
plan 
activ ities 
such 
as 
the 
Disneyland trip 
The 
professional 
workers 
are 
asked to attend and speak at the 
meetings, which they do. Presently, 
a county welfare representative is

a six week course at 
Lompoc High School on how to be

Teacher bill approved 


SACRAMENTO (UlM) - A bill requiring teachers to be 
paid extra for remaining after normal hours to prepare 
guidelines for their own performances has narrowly 
cleared the Assembly, but it will face another test before 
final passage to the Senate. 
The lower house on Monday approved the measure by 
Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, D-San Jose, on a 41-29 
vote, the minimum necessary, But Assemblyman John 
Stull, R-Leucadia, blocked its path to the Senate by asking 
for a reconsideration of the vote. 
“ It isn’t fair to mandage extra hours and extra duties and 
expect them to blindly go along without extra compensa­ 
tion,” Vasconcellos argued. 
Under the proposal, when teachers were ordered to 
remain after the regular school day or school year to 
develop guidelines for evaluation of their performance in 
the classroom, they would be compensated at a rate propor­ 
tionate to their normal pay. 
The local school district would be required to provide the 
extra compensation if teachers were held over to develop 
the guidelines required under legislation.
